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INTRODUCTION 

Since  the  inception  of  the  Environmental  Assessment  Act  in  1976.  thousands  of  undertakings 
have  fallen  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  legislation.  Considering  the  current  impetus  for 
examining  reforms  to  the  environmental  assessment  process  and  in  light  of  questions  being 
directed  from  several  fronts  on  the  performance  of  environmental  assessment  reviews,  the 
statistics  on  the  following  pages  have  been  prepared. 


ENVIRONMENTAL  ASSESSMENT  PROCESS  STATISTICAL  SUMMARY 

•  the  majority  of  EA  undertakings  are  assessed  under  the  Class  EA  process 

•  only  6%  of  all  EA  projects  are  Individual  EAs 

•  of  all  EA  undertakings,  only  1  %  go  to  a  hearing 

•  the  number  of  EA  reviews  completed  in  the  first  9  months  of  1991-92  (14)  exceeds 
previous  three  years  combined 

•  since  1976  only  18  private  sector  undertakings  have  been  designated  under  EAA 

•  the  majority  of  designated  private  sector  undertakings  are  waste  management  (72%) 

•  average  hearing  completion  time  is  one  year 

•  average  hearing  time  when  Ontario  Hydro  DSP  and  MNR  Timber  Management  hearings 
are  deleted  is  9  months 

•  since  1984-85,   15  EA  hearings  have  been  held  of  which  33%  have  been  in  waste 
management 

•  existing  EA  approval  process  on  average  takes  2  years  (without  hearing)  and  IVi  years 
with  a  hearing  (excluding  Ontario  Hydro  DSP  and  Timber  Management) 

•  existing  average  EA  review  time  is  15  months.  17  months  for  reviews  without  a  hearing, 
12  months  for  reviews  with  a  hearing
